THE    VICTORIA   ELECTION  RIOT. 

On  the  i6ih  ultimo  a  force  of  some  z6 
soldiers  took  possession  of  the  parish  church 
at  Victoria,  near  Pernambuco,  where  a  mu- 
nicipal election  was  to  be  held  on  the  follow- 
ing Monday.    This  detachment  was  com- 
manded by  a  captain  and  by  the  delegado 
of  police  of  that  place.    The  excuse  given 
for  the  act  is  that  a  political  faction  intended 
to  seize  the  church  on  the  following  day  in 
order  to  control  the  organization  of  the 
election    board    Monday   morning.      The 
liberal  party  in  Pernambuco  being  divided 
into  two  factions,    the  ledes  and  cackorros, 
the  church  was  seized  in  behalf  of  the  first 
which    represents    the    government    party. 
The   following  day,  Sunday,  the  cackorros 
gathered  about  the  church  under  their  chiefs 
and  were  fired  upon  by  the  soldiers  from 
the  inside.     From  last  accounts  22  men 
were  killed  and  some   100  wounded,    the 
actual  number  of  wounded  not  being  known 
as  many  were  at  once  taken  away  and  have 
not  been  reported.     It  does  not  yet  appear 
that  the  soldiers  and  leSes  were  fired  upon 
by  the  cackorros  as  no  killed  nor  wounded 
have  been  reported.     Among  the  killed  on 
the  side  of  the  cackorros  were  several    in- 
fluential men,  the  most  prominent  of  which 
was  the   Barao  da  Escada.     The   news  of 
this  tragedy  was  received  in  this  city  on  the 
z8th  and  the  prime  minister  at  once  direc- 
ted the  president  of  Pernambuco  to  remove 
the  troops,  and  to  dismiss  the  police  del- 
egado,    Afterwards  an   order  was  sent  to 
dismiss  the  jut's  municipal  also,  as  it  appear- 
ed that  he  too  was  concerned  in  the  unwar- 
ranted seizure  of  the  church.     These  orders 
were  tardily  obeyed  and  the  captain  of  the 
detachment  was  placed  under  arrest.     In 
addition  to  this  occurrence  it  seems  that  other 
voting  places  have  been  seized  upon  by  the 
police  and  military  authorities  with  a  view 
of  carrying  the  elections  according  to   the 
wishes  of  the  dominent  party.     We  can  not 
undertake  to  discuss  the  differences  between 
the  hues  and  cackorros,  in  Pernambuco— the 
former  of  which  seemed  to  be  in  a  hopeless 
minority    at    Victoria— nor    the    quarrels 
between  the  many  factions  in  other  parts 
of  the  empire.     It  is  clearly  apparent  that 
violence  and  bloodshed  have  become  almost 
inseparable  incidents  of  Brazilian  elections, 
and  that  these  occurrences  arise  in   large 
part  from  the  unwarrantable  interference  of 
the  predominant  party  through   the  police 

I  and  military  authorities.    This  fact  is  one 
which    must  unavoidably    command    the 
attention   of  all   thinking  men,    for  in  it 
lies  one  of  the  greatest  dangers  before  the 
country.     If  it  is  impossible  for  the  govern- 
ment to  meet  the  free  expression  of  popular 
will  at  the  polls,  then  the  whole   fabric  of 
Brazilian  representation  is  a  contemptible 
sham.   It  is  beyond  contradiction  that  such 
an  event  as  a  general  election  going  adverse 
to  the  ministry  in  power  has  never  been 
known,  and  that  many  of  those  who  now 
denounce  this  Victoria  affair  in  the  Senate 
have  no  other  right  nor  title  to  their  high 
positions  than  that  ot  fraud  and  violence. 
With  such  facts  before  it  the  government 
can  not  long  delay  to  take  such   measures 
as  will  put  an   end  to  all  further  official 
interference  with  elections.     In  this  present 
difficulty  the  Saraiva-  ministry  is  undoubt- 
edly free  from    all  blame,   unless  it  shall 
appear  that  unwarranted    measures    were 
taken  to  influence  the  late  re-election  of 
its  Pernambuco  member,  the  minister  of 
agriculture.      However  this    may  be,    we 
are  confident  that  the  prime  minister  has  no 
sympathy   whatever  with  the  practice  and 
that  his  first    impulse  will  be  to  make  an 
example  of  those    who  have   interfered  so 
fatally    with  a    free    election   in  Victoria. 
And  in  this    connection    we    would    urge 
upon  him  the  unavoidable  conclusion  that 
simple  dismission  from  office  is  n«»  punish- 
ment for  such  an  offence.     The  enly  way 
to   enforce  a  better  regard    for    the  rights 
and   lives  of  the    people   is   to  hold  such 
men  accountable  for  the  crime  of  murder. 
Without  such  accountability  and  consequent 
rigid  punishment   there    will  be  no  check 
upon  the  lawless'  pratices  which  every  patri- 
otic Brazilian  must  deplore. 
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The  following  is  the  full  report  of  Col. 
W.  Milnor  Roberts  on  the  accident  to  the 
lower  reservoir  at  Pedregulho  together  with 
the  measures  which  he  judges  necessary 
for  the  repair  and  preservation  of  the  work. 

His  Excellency, 
Conselheiro  M.  Buaroue  nE  MACEDO, 

Minister  of  Agriculture,  etc. 

Having,  at  the  request  of  your  excellency,  submit- 
ted my  general  views  respecting  the  Pedregulho 
reservoirs,  I  proceed,  ill  accordance  with  the  further 
request  of  your  excellency,  to  give  the  reasons  which 
have  thus  far  guided  roein  expressing  my  Jndivttluwl 
opinions, 

I  presented  five  points  in  the  brief  paper  left 
with  your  excellency  on  Saturday,  the  12II1  instant 
without  repealing  them  I  will  refer  to  them  n 
their  order. 

I.  I  consider  that  the  small  settlements  in  the  '■ 
main  wall  near  the  north-west  corner,  were  proh-  ! 
ably  occasioned  by  the  abrupt  difference  of  one  and 
a  half  meters  in  the  depth  of  the  foundations,  by  a 
single  offset,  instead  of  several  offsets,  dividing  the 
pressure  over  a  longer  distance  ;  nnd  the  absence  of 
the  embankment  which  is  designed,  when  finished, 
10  hack  up  that  portion  of  the  wall,  A  pressure  of 
three  and  a  half  meters  depth  of  water,  rapidly  let 
on,  probably  hastened  the  irregular  settlement,  and 
increased  it ;  and  as  the  main  wall,  the  bottom  con- 
crete trrrd  the  arches  are  nil  connected  by  masonry 
and  cement,  the  settlement  of  the  main  wall, 
abruptly,  might  create  the  thin  cracks  extending 
from  the  wall  along  the  concrete  and  through  some 
of  the  arches. 

The  cracks  in  the  lower  arches  toward  the  eastern 
side  of  the  reservoir,  are ■  probably  due  to  small, 
irregular  settlements  of  the  pier-,  and  a  slight 
llement  oi  the  wall  on  that  side. 

A  lilllc  more  or  less  compressibility  (of  one  pier, 
or  even  of  one  side  of  a  pier)  of  the  foundation, 
might  cause  llie  arch  lo  crack,  The  foundations 
are  not  upon  solid  rod. ;  'tjlioitgh  the  earth  founda- 
tion is  good.  The  material  of  the  ground  is  not 
everywhere  precisely  of  the  same  compressibility, 
and  some  parts  are  more'  porous  than  oilier  parts ; 
but  it  is  a  good  foundation. 

It  will  be  noticed  in  the  drawing  showing  the 
position  oflhe  various  cracks,  that  there  are  no 
arches  in  the  middle  of  the  reservoir  cracked  ;  also 
thai  the  south  wall,  and  the  southerly  half  of  the 
east  wall,  and  the  southerly  half  of  ihe  wesl  wall, 
are  not  cracked  ;  nor  does  the  bottom  concrete  over 
that  large  area  exhibit  any  crack.  Each  reservoir  is 
,108  meters  lung  and  88  meters  wide,  having  9,504 
square  meters  area  including  the  walls.  This  is  a 
large  area. 

The  settlement  of  the  walls  has  been  so  slight 
that  the  eye  cannot  detect  any  change  in  the  lines 
of  the  coping  on  top  ol  the  walls. 

When  the  water  was  admitted  to  this  reservoir, 
many  of  the  upper  arches  on  the  cast  side  were  not 
built.  The  waier  was  first  let  in  over  one  part, 
and  kept  out  of  the  other  part  by  a  temporary  brick 
wall  about  one  meter  high,  afterward  it  was  acciden- 
tally, or  through  a  misunderstanding,  rather  sud- 
denly filled  to  the  depth  of  3>i  meters.  It  would 
have  been  better  had  the  reservoirs  been  tested 
muck  more  gradually ;  and  not  till  after  the  sup- 
porting embankment  had  been  built  up  around 
the  point  in  the  reservoirs  that  is  obviously  the 
weakest,  and  therefore  requiring  the  most  care, 
I  first  examined  Ihis  hill  in  February,  1879, 
uch  excavation  had  been  taken  out.  1  have 
since  visited  it  several  limes  with  the  commission. 
I  have,  besides,  made  three  other  visits  by 
in  order  specially  to  study  and  judge  respecting 
the  safely  of  the  location.  Fears  had  been  expres- 
sed that  the  hill  might  slip,  and  destroy  the  reser- 
voirs. This  is  a  grave  matter  to  be  considered,  I 
have  carefully  considered  this  vital  question. 

In  a  very  long  and  varied  experience  upon  canals, 
reservoirs  and  railways,  in  the  United  Slates,  in 
Canada  and  in  Brazil,  I  have  had  to  deal  with  a 
great  many  hill-slips;  some  very  extensive.  They 
were  generally  occasioned  by  excavations  on  side- 
hills,  of  considerable  declivity,  with  considerable 
height  of  hill  above  ihe  cuts  which  interfered  with 
the  bottom  support  of  the  hill.  In  most  cases,  the 
stratification  was  inclined  ;  but  much  nearer  lo  the 
horizontal  than  the  vertical;  and  the  hills  either 
slipped  on  the  inclination,  or  broke  off  and  fell. 
They  usually  occurred  during  or  after  rains ;  though 
in  the  northern  United  Slates  they  were  sometimes 
caused  by  Ihe  sudden  melting  of  wet  frozen  ground. 
I  cannot  recall  an  instance  where  the  excavation 
and  removal  of  Lhc  lop  of  a  lull  was  accompanied, 

followed  by  a  hill-slip.  I  have  examined 
number  of  reservoirs  siluated  on  Irlls  composed  of 
different  kinds  of  earth.  I  do  not  remember  one 
in  the  United  Stales  that  is  entirely  on  solid  rock. 
Clayey  earth,  slaty  material,  loose-rock,  and  partly 
solid  rock,  in  some,  constitute  the  foundations  of 
numerous  reservoirs  in  the  United  States.  Where 
the  material  was  porous,  the  bottoms  of  the  reser- 
voirs were  generally  covered  with  a  layer  of  clay- 
puddling. 

Nearly  all  the  old  service  reservoirs  in  the  Uniled 
States,  many  of  winch  are  still  in  use,  were  built 
upon  earth;  part  excavation,  and  part  embankment. 
The  oldest  reservoirs  in  the  ciiy  of  Philadelphia 
were  built  of  earth.  Nearly  all  of  the  Philadelphia 
constucled  of  earth  and  gravel,  in  hills 
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engineers  I  carefully  examined  all  of  ihese  reser- 
voirs, in  1875,  when  the  city  was  preparing  for 
the  centennial  year  and  we  found  them  all  in 
good  order;  though  some  ol  them  were  built 
about  sixty  years  ago.  There  were  some  clear-water 
aks,  hut  they  endangered  nothing. 
The  Pedregulho  hill,  ages  ago,  may  have  been 
rock  to  the  present  top,  where  there  is  now  farth. 
The  foundation  and  nucleus  of  the  hill  arc  doubtless 
rock.  The  lop  pait  is  now  chiefly  decomposed  gneiss, 
consisting  of  yellow  and  red  clayey  earth,  with 
portions  less  decomposed  and  more  granulated  ; 
especially  in  the  bottom  of  the  upper  reservoir 
where  the  excavation  was  deepest. 

The  excavation  on  top  of  this  hill 
usually  deep;  deeper  than  any  I 
where.     This  is  a  favorable  feature 
the  material  is  so  firm,  that,  whet 
pendicularly,  as  it  has  been,   it   sli 
rock.     Outside  of  the  upper  rcsen 
vertical  cut   in   the  hill,    there   arc 
nearly  vertical  scams  of  quart;.,  near 
,  .They  form  a  sort  of  dike  or  backbone 
i  was  also  encountered  in  the  bottom 
Ihe  upper  reservoir,  near  the  western  wall,  and  un- 
r  a  part  of  it.     These  dykes  are  a  good  feature  in 
e  structure  of  the  hill,  giving  additional   security. 
The  depth  of  the  excavation  toward  the  southern 
cud  of  the  upper  reservoir  near  the  middle  of  the 
lull,  was  over  twenty  meteis,   although  the  bottom 
plane  of  litis  reservoir  is  five  meters  above  thai    of 
Ihe  lower  reservoir.    It  is  also  important  lo  note, 
that  the  hill  does  not  become  higher  south  of  the 
reservoir)    on    the    contrary,  it    Is    rather  lower, 
descending  very  gently  for  some  distance. 

The  reservoirs  are  therefore  located  on  the  biuhesl 
summit  of  this  part  of  Hie  lull,   which  is  a  very 
favorable  feature.    The  si  ratification,   in   a  general 
way,  being  nearly  vertical,  though  somewhat  irreg- 
ular in  places,    nowhere  shows  an  appearance  of 
any  modern  movement,  or  of  any  tendency  I 
The  formation  is  directly  opposed  to  slippinj 
This  hill  has  comparatively  gentle    slope: 
cast,  north  and  south  sides,  ranging  from  10  In  12 
degrees  from    horizontal,     On    lhc  west   side  it 
more  slope,  perhaps  fifteen  degrees  or    more,  but 
ibis  portion  of  the  hill  is  now  covered  with  an  im- 
mense mass  oflhe  waste  earth  thrown  out  from  the 
top  excavations.    These    moderate  slopes  add    lo 
the  security  of  ciny  structure  that  may  be  placed 
upon  the  summit.    If  they  were  sleep  the  case  would 
be  different. 

The  weight  of  the  earth  excavated  from  Ihe  space 
now  occupied  by  the  reservoirs— 226  meters  long, 
by  88  meters  wide,-  is  about  three  limes  the  weight 
of  the  walls,  arches,  concrete,  earth  covering,  and 
the  fall  depth  of  five  meters  of  water  in  both  reser- 
voirs. There  is,  therefore,  no  weight  added  by  lhc 
structure,  even  when  full  of  water.  On  llie  con- 
trary,  it  is  lessened  over  lhc  reservoir  n.ea. 
Superincumbent  weight  isan  important  element 
all  hill-slides  ;  consequently  this  particular  hill 
covered  by  the  structure  is  now  less  inclined  to 
slip  than  iL  was  before,  so  far  as  mere  weight  could 
affect  it.  The  sides  oflhe  lull  on  the  north,  the 
cast  and  the  south,  and  part  of  the  south-west  side, 
are  still  open  to  inspection;  and,  so  far  from  disclos- 
ing symptoms  of  slipping,  every  appearance  is 
directly  the  reverse.  It  follows,  therefore,  that 
when  the  rescrvoics  shall  be  made  water-tight 
they  will  be  perfetly  safe. 

The  foundation  excavation  of  these  reservoirs, 
notwithstanding  small  local  differences  of  com- 
pressibility, is  of  a  substantial  character,  adequate 
10  the  proper  support  of  much  greater  weight  than 
it  is  proposed  lo  put  upon  it;  and  it  is  easy  lo 
render  the  reservoirs  waler-light . 


materially    worse   hereafter,  then  it    may  become 
necessary. 

/■oiirth,  cover  the  bottom  and  sides  of  this  reser- 
voir with  an  additional  lining  coat  of  cement. 

Fifth,  put  no  more  earth  covering  on  the  upper 
arches  till  afier  all  necessary  repairs  and  work 
shall  he  completed  In  this  reservoir,  nor  till  after 
it  shall  have  been  carefully  tested  with  water. 

Sixth,  after  the  above,  and  such  other  incidental 
work  as  maybe  deemed  necessary,  shall  be  finished, 
and  not  before,  test  the  reservoir,  very  gradually, 
with  water  to ils  full  depth;  after  that,. act  accord- 
ing to  the  circumstances.  Believing  that  this  rescr- 
can  thus  be  made  water-tight  and  safe,  I  would 
adopt  the  above  course  at  first,  preferably  to  entering 
upon  a  very  costly  ay  stem  founded  in  some  other 
assumption. 

The  commission  concurred  in  the  opinion  that 

the  reservoirs  can  be  made  water- light;    but  there 

is  inure  than  one  way  of  doing  it.    1  have  here  given 

dividual  judgment  in  lhc  case;  showing 

■    1   should    act    if    these     works    were 
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— a  comparatively  small  pari  remains  to 
A  considerable  portion    of  llie    masonry 
foundations  of  the  interior  piers  is  laid,  and  a  large 
itunber  of  the  granite  stones  for  the  piers  arc  deliv- 
ered in  the  reservoir. 

If  this  work  were  my  own,  I  would  proceed  as 
follows.     After  finishing  the  main  wall, 

Pint,  finish  foundations  fur  all  ihe  piers,  making 
them  larger  tlion  lln-  size  oflhe  piers. 

Second,  excavate,  at  ihe  same  Lime,  O.30  depth  of 
the  bottom  excavation,  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  fill 
the  space  with  clay  puddling  ;  also  excavate  a 
puddle  Wench  half  a  meter  below  the  foundations  of 
the  main  wall  all  around  the  interior  of  the  reser- 
voir, one  meter  wide,  and  Till  Ihe  space  with  clay 
puddling,  to  be  well  rammed. 

Thiid,  defer  lhc  erection  ol  the  piers  and  arches 
to  some  future  day,  but  lay  on  ihe  concrete  bottom 
covering  over  lhc  clay  puddling,  and  over  the  foun- 
dations oflhe  piers  ;  so  that  if  desired,  at  any  time, 
lhc  piers  could  be  sel  up  on  the  concrete,  directly 
over  the  previously  laid  foundations,  and  llie  arches 
built  on  such  plan  as  might  lie  deemed  advisable. 

Fourth,  lest  the  reservoir  carefully  with  water 
admitted  very  gradually. 

In  spite  of  great  cam,  in  consequence  of  natural 
differences  of  compressibility  of  the  earth  over  such 
an  extensive  basin,  as  well  as  under  the  main  walls, 
time  should  be  allowed  for  Ihe  concrete  and  masonry 
(which  have  a  certain  degree  of  elasticity  when  in 
large  masses),  lo  adjust  their  own  weight,  with  the 
added  weight  of  the  water,  gradually.  1  have  seen 
instances  where  ihe  sudden  admission  of  a  heavy 
pressure  or  water  has  caused  disaster;  and  in  one 
case,  many  years  ago,  I  was  called  to  examine  a 
newly  finished  reservoir,  paved  on  lhc  slopes  and 
bollom  with  brick,  where  the  sudden  withdrawal 
of  the  water  destroyed  lhc  pavements  in  Ihe   slopes 
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finishing  of  the  Pedregulho  reservoirs,  \

V.  While  I  entertain  no  doubt  of  th 
ticability  of  maintaining  Hi  esc  reservoirs 
yei  if  leaks  should  occur,  (lie  circumstn:

Third,  put  up  the  centering  under  the  cracked 
arches  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  reservoir  and  rebuild 
the  central  portion  of  those  lower  arches. 

Then  complete  the  upper  arches  upon  them.  In 
suggesting  lhc  completion  ol  these  remaining  unfin- 
ished upper  arches,  it  should  not  be  understood 
that  1  am  an  advocate  of  such  thin  arches,  for  1 
am  not;  but  I  have  not  at  any  time  considered  the 
interior  covering  as  a  vital  part  of  these  re, 
The  life  of  Ihese  reservoirs  resides  in  the  main  walls, 
the  bottom  concrete,  and  the  cement  lining. 

I  do  not  think  it  necessary,  in  the  first  instance, 
to  rebuild  the  arches  which  are  slightly  cracked 
in  the  west  side  of  the  reservoir.     If  they  become  |  Republic,

and  perplexities  among  the  people,  A  man 
who  does  not  keep  in  mind  all  the  various 
called-in  notes  is  liable  at  all  times  to  receive 
them  at  their  face  value.  A  man  who  has 
been  absent  or  who  did  not  see  the  official 
call  is  also  liable  not  only  to  receive  them, 
but  may  have  some  of  them  in  his  posses- 
sion. In  such  cases  the  discount  is  manb 
festly  unjust,  the  more  so  as  it  increases 
with  the  lapse  of  time  after  the  expiration  ot 
the  term  specified  for  the  receipt  of  the  notes 
at  par.  And  besides  all  this  the  notes 
still  pass  as  currency  in  business  transac- 
tions, less  the  discount.'  In  the  case  under 
consideration  some  of  these  notes  have  been 
so  used  and  in  such  a  way  that  it  will  be 
very  difficult  for  the  one  suffering  the  first 
discount  to  trace  the  note  and  avail  himself 
of  the  promised  restitution  at  the  treasury. 
Transactions  of  this  character,  if  practised 
by  private  parties,  would  be  termed  dis- 
honest ;  and  we  see  no  reason  to  modify 
the  characterization  in  cases  where  the  gov- 
ernment is  concerned.  Every  note  issued  by 
the  Brazilian  treasury  is  a  promise  to  pay 
and  should  therefore  he  paid  in  full ;  other- 
wise it  is  nothing  less  than  repudiation.

The  municipal  elections  in  this  city  which 
began  on  the  1st  instant  and  are  continuing 
in  some  parishes  up  to  date  have  been 
characterized  by  many  disturbances  and  acts 
of  violence,  In  several  parishes  there  have 
been  bloody  fights  in  which  the  knife  and 
revolver  have  been  freely  used,  and  many 
men  have  been  gravely  injured.  In  three 
parishes  the  ballot  boxes  have  been  siezed 
and  destroyed  by  lawless  characters  under 
the  manifest  guidance  of  certain  notorious 
political  leaders,  The  government  wisely 
removed  the  military  from  the  polling  places 
during  the  first  days  of  the  election  but 
have  since  been  compelled  to  station  them 
about  the  parish  churches.  In  view  of  these 
disorders  and  the  clearly  apparent  leadership 
of  certain  influential  men,  it  is  to  be  fo 
that  the  government  will  take  strong,  meas- 
ures to  repress  them  by  punishing  the  ring 
leaders  themselves.  A  step  of  this  kind 
would  be  highly  effective  in  suppressing 
election  riots. 


The  Jornal  do  Commcrcio  of  the  1st 
instant  contains  a  leading  article  on  the 
budget  estimates  as  compared  with  the 
actual  expenditures  which  should  receive 
much  thoughtful  consideration  both  at  the 
treasury  department  and  in  the  General 
Assembly.  In  calling  attention  to  the 
departmental  estimates  now  before  the 
Chamber  oi  Deputies  and  the  reductions 
made  here  and  there  in  them,  the  Jornal 
proceeds  to'  show  that  this  attempted  econ- 
omy is  misplaced  and  misleading,  and  that 
a  reduction  in  the  actual  expenditures  of 
the  government  is  the  place  where  the 
cutting  down  should  take  place.  To  make 
this  clear  the  estimates  and  actual  expend- 
itures for'  the  last  three  years  in  behalf  of 
the  one  item,  "colonization,"  are  compared. 
We  reproduce  the  table  as  given. 


According  to  an  official  circular  from  the 
department  of  agriculture,  dated  the  15th 
of  May,  1880,  the  balance  to  the  credit  of 
the  emancipation  fund  then  in  the  national 
treasury  was  4,815,019^753.  From  this 
balance  the  minister  sets  apart  4,500,000$ 
as  the  second  distribution  of  the  fund 
among  the  several  provinces  for  the  man- 
umission of  slaves.  This  leaves  a  deposit 
of  3 1 5,01 9$753  in  the  national  treasury. 
The  total  receipts  on  account  of  the  eman- 
cipation fund  from  the  time  of  its  creation 
by  the  law  of  September  28,  1S71,  to  the 
close  of  the  calendar  year  1S79  was  9,621,- 
051^874,  and  the  total  expenditures  4,806,- 
032JS121.  The  first  distribution  was  made 
on  tlie  29th  of  March,  1875,  and  amounted 
to  3,628,6123309  including  the  attendant 
expenses  of  that  special  operation.  The 
actual  sum  employed  in  the  manumission 
of  slaves  was  3,  iq2,898$03q.  The  total 
expenditure  above  given  also  includes  a 
quota  of  25  per  centum  set  apart  by  laws 
of  1877  and  1879  for  the  education  of  the 
free  children  of  slave  mothers,  which  quota 
since  the  opening  of  the  fiscal  year  1877-78 
amounted  to  604,301^590.  The  basis  of 
classification  for  this  second  distribution 
will  be  the  registry  of  December  31, 1878, 
in  this  city,  and  the  latest  statistics  obtain- 
able in  the  provincial  municipalities.

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  actual 
expenditures  for  the  three  years,  as  far  as 
known,  are  nearly  quadruple  the  estimates. 
And  besides,  the  uniform  character  of  the 
estimates  proves  the  assumption  that  both 
the  minister  and  the  legislature  are  accus- 
tomed to  base  them  upon  the  apropriations 
for  previous  years  rather  than  upon  the 
actual  expenditures.  These  enormous  de- 
ficits are  met  of  course  either  by  extraor- 
dinary credits  or  by  the  misapplication  of 
monies  set  apart  for  other  purposes.  These 
practices  not  only  tend  to  confuse  matters 
but  they  destroy  all  official  accountability. 
The  remedy  for  all  these  errors  is  simple  and 
effective.  Let  the  legislature  insist  upon 
full  accounts  of  actual  expenditures  and 
then  base  the  estimates  upon  them.  This 
will  inevitably  load  to  a  cutting  off  of  the 
hundreds  of  unnecessary  salaries  and  public 
leeches  and  the  cutting  down  of  hundreds  of 
excessive  and  useless  subsidies  which  are  now 
thrown  away  upon  unprofitable  enterprises. 
Besides  that  itwill  lead  to  a  more  scrupulous 
administration  of  the  national  finances,  out 
of  which  can  only  come  a  permanent  im- 
provement in  the  financial  condition  of 
Brazil.

The  day's  amusement  was  brought  to  a 
close  by  a  race  for  boys  under  10  years,  in 
which  Master  Duffield  ran  well  and  won 
easily  from  his  8  competitors.  It  is  a  note- 
worthy feature  that  these  sports  are  inviting 
the  attendance  and  competition  of  the  Bra- 
zilian youths  of  Rio.  Messrs.  Moraes  and 
Ramos  were  both  heartily  cheered  on  receiv- 
ing their  prizes.  It  is  hoped  that  their  ex- 
ample will  lead  to  further  entries  on  next 
occasion. 

The  prizes  were  distributed  with  great 
tact  and  grace  by  Mrs.  Ricketts  who  present- 
ed the  articles  to  the  winners  accompanied 
with  a  few  appropriate  words  which  gave 
them  an  additional  value. 


—In  a  speech  on  the  estimates  for  the  depart- 
ment of  empire,  on  the  1 8th  ult..  Deputy  Leondo 
deCarvalho  severely  criticised  the  light  appropria- 
tions for  school  purposes  and  entered  into  a  account 
of  the  injurious  effects  of  popular  illiteracy  as  shown 
by  the  researches  of  many  prominent  statisticians. 
In  notion  the  various  appropriations  which  were  ' 
notoriously  insufficient,  the  Sao  Paulo  deputy  point- 
ed out  many  ways  in  which  public  instruction 
could  be  better  supported  without  increasing  the 
aggregate  expense  to  the  country.  Among  other 
things  he  mentioned  the  reduction  of  the  army  and 
navy,  the  confiscation  of  the  estates  of  monasteries 
with  just  compensation,  the  separation  of  church 
and  state  thus  saving  the  expenditures  for  public 
worship,  the  sale  of  government  eslates,  the  rental 
of  the  Dom  Pedro  II  railway,  and  the  suppression 
of  the  government  printing  office,  the  Diario  Of- 
ficial, the  mint,  and  the  redemption  bureau. 

VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  CEARA. 

A  correct  record  of  the  number  of  births  and 
deaths  in  the  northern  provinces  during  the  late 
secca  will  probably  never  be  made.  The  character 
of  the  country,  the  imperfect  communication  between 
settled  localities,  and  the  slight  importance  given 
to  the  collection  and  compilation  of  statistics  would 
make  such  a  report  difficult  even  in  ordinary  times, 
but  at  a  time  of  famine  and  pestilence  it  became  a 
matter  so  difficult  that  nothing  more  than  the  most 
meagre  approximations  can  now  be  given.  It  is 
recorded  that  during  the  exodus  of  the  interior 
populations  to  the  coast  thousands  of  persons  fell  by 
the  wayside  and  died  from  hunger,  thirst  and 
exhaustion.  In  the  villages  and  cities  of  the  coast 
their  overcrowded  state  during  those  terrible  months 
of  pestilence  at  the  close  of  1878  rendered  it  utterly 
impossible  for  the  authorities  to  give  burial  to  the 
dead,  much  less  to  keep  correct  records.  It  is 
related  by  eye -witnesses  that  hundreds  were  thrown 
into  the  sea  and  buried  in  the  woods,  and  that  even 
in  the  public  cemeteries  they  were  thrown  into 
trenches  by  the  do^en. 

A  table  has  recently  been  published,  giving  the 
vital  statistics  of  Ceara  during  the  years  1876-1879, 
which,  though  they  can  be  accepted  as  only  ap- 
proximate, are  still  highly  interesting.  The  popu- 
lation of  Ceara  according  to  the  census  of  1872  was 
721,686.  The  births  (as  gathered  from  the  bap- 
tisms), marriages  and  deaths  in  the  whole  province, 
and  in  the  parish  of  the  capital  are  given  as  follows  :

The  treasury  department  issued  a  circular 
on  the  25th  ult.  to  the  effect  that  tlie  time 
for  sending  in  the  retired  200$  notes  of  the 
"4*  Estampa"  was  extended  to  the  31st  of 
December  next,  and  that  the  discount  on 
those  notes  which  went  into  effect  on  the  1st 
ult.  was  suspended.  Those  who  have  al- 
ready suffered  discounts  are  promised  reim- 
bursement. This  custom  of  imposing  dis- 
counts on  called-in  notes,  of  which  the 
present  instance  is  only  one  of  the  many, 
is  an  abuse  which  the  government  should 
lose  no  time  in  removing  from  its  statute 
books.  Aside  from  the  mistaken  policy  of 
the  government  in  dishonoring  its  own  nolcs, 
and  the  dishonesty  of  paying  on  them  less 
than  the  face  value  which  was  received  at 
the  time  of  their  issue,  this  custom  is  one 
which  is  continually  causing  grave  losses 


THE  ATHLETIC  SPORTS. 

The  eighth  annual  meeting  of  the  British 
Amateurs  was  held  on  the  grounds  of  the 
Rio  Cricket  Club,  on  St.  John's  day,  and 
was,  as  usual,  a  gathering  of  all  the  "bone 
and  sinew,"  of  young  England,  as  partici- 
pants in  the  contests,  and  all  tlie  families 
and  members  of  the  English  and  American 
colony,  as  "lookers  on  in  Vienna."  The 
grounds  are  better  adapted  to  the  purposes 
of  the  "sports"  than  any  used  on  the  oc- 
casion of  previous  meetings ;  the  ladies  were 
more  comfortably  seated  and  sheltered  from 
the  rays  of  the  sun,  and  generally,  the 
committee  deserve  credit  for  the  arrange- 
ments made  for  the  accomodation  of  visitors.

LEGISLATIVE  NOTES 
— Since  our  last  report  the  Senate  has  transacted 
very  little  business  beyond  the  discussion  of  the 
Pernambuco  election  troubles,  together  with  similar 
difficulties  in  Para  and  some  other  provinces. 
The  express  declaration  of  the  ministry  that  the 
offenders  in  Pernambuco  should  be  held  to  a 
strict  account  was  not  sufficient  to  check  the 
debate  which  has  continued  without  interruption 
since  the  30th  ult.  The  Chamber  bill  granting  an 
extraordinary  credit  of  1,280,000$  to  the  minister 
of  agriculture  for  the  Dom  Pedro  II  railway  received 
and  adverse  committee  report  on  the  23rd  ult.  A 
petition  from  the  S.  Joan  d'El-Rey  mining  com- 
pany against  the  provincial  impost  of  4 per  cent,  on 
gold  exported,  was  received  on  the  2nd  inst. 
— The  sessions  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  since 
ar  last  have  been  regular  and  much  routine  bus- 
iess  has  been  transacted.  The  minister  of  a gricul- 
ire  asked  on  tlie  23rd  ult.  for  an  extra  credit  of 
,326,483$47o  for  the  expenses  preparatory  to  the 
mancipation  of  the  state  colonies.  The  Pedre- 
gulho  reservoir  discussion  lasted  through  the  23rd 
and  25th,  during  which  Deputy  Jardim  announced 
that  the  expenses  up  to  last  December  slightly 
exceeded  14,000,000$,  and  that  the  probable  deficit 
on  the  whole  estimate  (19,000,000$)  would  not  be 
over  10  per  cent.  The  estimates  for  the  department 
of  foreign  affairs  was  received  from  committee  on 
the  23rd,  and  that  of  justice  en  the  25th,  there  being 
a  slight  reduction  in  both.  The  Pernambuco  trouble 
came  up  on  the  30II1  and  lias  continued  in  discus- 
sion since.  On  the  2nd  Deputy  Saldanha  Marinho 
called  attention  to  the  attack  on  a  Protestant 
clergyman  inCaldas  on  the  13th  ult.,  and  the  minister 
of  empire  promised  to  inquire  into  it. 

— The  electoral  reform  bill  passed  its  third 
reading  in  the  Chamber  on  the  25th  ult.  and  passed 
011  its  final  revision  on  the  30th.  Deputy  Saldanha 
Marinho's  amendment  abolishing  the  oath  was 
adopted  and  becomes  a  part  of  the  bill.  Several 
unimportant  amendments  were  also  adopted.  The 
bill  was  received  in  the  Senate  on  the  2nd  inst.  and 
was  referred. 

— An  important  interpellation  was  made  in  the 
Chamber  on  the  26th  ult.  by  Deputy  Saldanha 
Marinho,  the  reply  to  which  will  be  awaited  with 
keen  interest.  Among  the  questions  asked  were  : 
What  expenses  of  1878-79  were  paid  with  the  receipts 
of  1879-80  to  the  amount  of  60, 292, 338$ 723  ?  To 
what  year  belongs  the  balance  of  28,080, 34Q$345 
said  to  exist  Dec.  31,  1879  ?  What  are  the  actual 
expenditures  for  the  years  1878-79  and  1879-80  to 
date  at  current  and  par  rates  of  exchange  ?  What 
arc  the  preliminary  expenses  for  the  tax  of  20  reis 
per  square  metre  on  unoccupied  lands  in  Rio  ?  What 
are  the  receipts  from  the  passenger  tax  of  20  reis? 
What  transactions  have  been  made  by  the  govern- 
ment in  the  purchase  and  sale  of  coffee  and  the 
profits  or  losses  on  the  same  ?  What  is  the  actual 
slate  of  the  transactions  between  the  government 
and  the  Bank  of  Brazil  ?  What  was  the  amount 
of  available  cash  in  the  treasury  when  the  present 
ministry  assumed  office  ?

—A  privilege  has  been  granted  to  Dr.  Luiz 
Bandeira  de  Gouvea  for  the  construction  of  mi  in- 
clined tramway  up  Paula  Mattos  lull.  The  privilege 
is  for  25  years. 

— The  minister  of  empire  has  notified  the  minister 
of  agriculture  that  lodgings  would  he  no  longer  fur- 
nished to  the  Russian  colonists  at  the  government 
barrack  at  liana  do  l'irahy  after  the  8th  inst. 

— The  Jornal  of  the  1st  inst.  contains  a  notice 
from  Serro,  Minas  Geiass,  of  the  liberation  at  that 
place  on  the  16th  ult.  of  24  blacks  who  had  been 
held  in  illegal  slavery  for  over  four  years. 

— The  director  of  the  observatory  announces  that 
there. will  be  a  partial  eclipse  of  the  sun  011  the  7th 
instant  which  will  be  visible  in  this  city.  The  first 
contract  takes  place  at  1  minute  and  4  seconds  past 
8  o'clock. 

—A  fight  took  place  in  the  Sant'Anna  parish  on 

the  2nd  at  the  church  where  the  election  was  taking 

place.    The   disturbance    was  made  by  a  gang  of 

ruffians  under  the  leadership  of  the  secretary  of  the 

city  council.     Two  men  were  wounded  by  blows 

with  heavy  knives    and    another    by  a   revolver 

shot. 

— The  police  authorities  have  discovered  that  the 

urder  of  Jos£  Lopes  Peres  in   the  Campo  da  Ac- 

clamacao,   in  this  city,  on  the  night  of  May  27th 

committed  by  two  bad  characters  named 

Alves  de  Souza  Sardoeira  and  Antonio 

Jose  Alves  de  Carvalho.    These  two  men  are  now 

under  arrest. 

—Disturbances  of  a  slight  character  took  place 
on  Governor's  island  on  the  1st  inst.,  a  gang  of 
roughs  invading  the  church  where  the  voting  was 
going  on  and  breaking  up  the  election.  Under 
instructions  from  the  minister  of  justice  the  chief  of 
police  sent  a  police  delegado  to  the  island  to  suppress 
tlie  disturbance. 

— The  "Fourth"  was  celebrated  this  year,  as  us- 
ual, at  "Graham's,"  and  as  it  fell  on  Sunday  uoth 
Saturday  and  Monday  were  devoted  to  the  good  old- 
time  commemoration.  "Graham's"  was  tastefully 
decorated  with  banners  and  evergreens  and  the  good 
cheer  and  enthusiasm  ol  the  occasion  made  up  fully 
for  the  lack  of  numbers  in  the  American  colony  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro. 

— The  Cruzeiro  is  so  impressed  with  the  criminal 
occurrences  in  the  United  States  that  it  publishes  the 
same  article  twice,  with  only  slight  modifications 
in  the  language.  An  awful  account  of  crime  among 
children  in  New  York  first  appeared  on  the  30th 
ult.,  and  then  was  republished  on  the  2nd  inst.  It's 
lamentable  to  be  sure,  but  we  hope  our  colleague 
won't  cry  over  it.  Perhaps  ajudicious  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  occasional  crimes  committed  this  side 
of  the  Equator,  such  as  that  unpunished  torture  in 
Uba,  the  late  cooking  ofa  boy  in  Ceara  for  food,  the 
wholesale  murder  of  people  at  election  time,  the 
shooting  of  people  in  this  city  January  1st,  tlie  illegal 
enslavement  of  Indians  and  blacks,  etc.,  will  all 
contribute  to  a  feeling  of  resignation  in  the  matter.

—It  is  barely  possible  that  Senator  Windom  of 
Minnesota,  United  States,  will  recognize  his  name 
as  it-appeared  among  the  presidential  candidates 
in  the  Cruzeiro  of  the  25th  ult,  It  was  spelled 
Wendoow. 

— A  piece  of  music  recently  published  in  this  city 
bears  the  title  "Resignation."  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  every  performer  on  brazen  torture  and  stringed 
misery  will  at  once  secure  it;  it  suits  the  menial 
and  physical  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  to  a  nicety. 

—By  an  imperial  decree  of  the  26th  ult.  the 
resignation  of  Sr.  Luiz  Plinio  de  Oliveira  as  direc- 
tor-general of  the  postoffice  was  accepted.  His 
succesor  is  Sr.  Joilo  Wilkins  de  Mattos,  late  chief 
of  the  bureau  of  public  works.  The  new  director 
took  charge  of  the  post  office  on  the  30th  ult.  _ 

— According  to  a  telegram  from  Bahia  of  the  26th 
ult.  the  composer  Carlos  Gomes  will  leave  for  this 
city  on  the  I2tll  inst.  In  such  case  the  felicitations 
and  fireworks  will  come  off  about  the  15th.  The 
gas  company  are  preparing  for  a  run  on  their  re- 
sources and  feel  confident  of  their  ability  to  meet 
all  demands. 

—The  government  has  conceded  an  interest 
guarantee  of  7  per  cent,  on  a  capital  of  500,000$ 
invested  in  a  central  sugar  factory  in  the  parish  of 
S.  Luiz  Gonzaga  da  Limcira,  near  Campos.  The 
parlies  to  whom  the  concession  is  given  are  Joa- 
quim  Antonio  Lobato  de  Vns con  cellos  and  Leon 
Vareguin  de  Villepin. 

—In  reply  to  a  telegram  from  Itajahy,  Sanla 
Cathnrina,  to  the  effect  that  the  commander  of 
military  force  at  that  place  refuses  to  withdraw  ai 
is  about  to  take  possession  of  the  church  where  the 
the  voting  is  to  lake  place,  the  minister  of  justice 
has  ordered  the  president  of  that  province  to  with- 
draw the  troops  from  Itajaliy  at  once. 

— At  the  beginning  of  the  month  of  May  there 
were  202  foundlings  in  the  Foundlings'  Hospital 
of  this  city.  During  the  month  there  were  received 
40,  of  which  23  were  males'and  17  females.  The 
number  of  deaths  was  13,  and  the  number  put  out 
to  nurse  was  27.  There  remained  202  in  the 
hospital  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

— It  is  announced  that  the  cable  this  side  of 
Bahia  is  interrupted.  In  case  the  land  line  fails  to 
stand  the  increased  business,  the  news  of  the  next 
French  duel  and  or  the  next  grant  of  a  Portuguese 
title  will  be  brought  down  by  a  special  steamer. 
We  must  know  what  is  occurring  in  the  outside 
world,  no  matter  what  it  may  cost. 

— The  minister  of  justice  has  notified  the  president 
of  Parft  that  the  government  does  not  wish  the 
presence  of  soldiers  at  the  polls.  The  president  of 
the  province  in  not  competent  to  decide  upon  the 
legality  of  election  boards,  nor  to  take  sides  belween 
any'two  rival  boards.  Troops  are  to  be  famished 
only  on  the  requisition  of  the  hoards  and  then  only 
to  guard  ballot  boxes  during  the  night. 

—The  workingmen  of  this  city  nominated  a  very 
good  ticket  for  the  recent  municipal  election, 
which  was  headed  by  Dr,  Nicolao  Jonquim  Moreira, 
editor  of  the  AtixUiador.  In  Hie  interest  of  a  beller 
government  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  as  a  rebuke  to 
thuse  statesmen  who  are  now  discussing  an  electoral 
bill  which  will  disfranchise  a  large  number  of  work- 
ingmen, it  was  hoped  that  this  ticket  would  be 
elected.  The  men  who  arc  about  to  lose  iheir 
right  to  vole  could  do  no  better  than  to  show  their 
fitness  for  it  by  electing  the  best  ticket  in  the  field. 
— T\\q  Estudos  Ilistorieos  sobm  a  Biazil  by  the 
well-known  Portuguese  writer  Viriato  Silva,  is  a 
convenient  and  valuable  little  pamphlet  on  some 
interesting  Brazilian  historical  subjects.  It  gives 
a  historical  sketch  of  the  village  of  Mangariliba 
which  was  founded  in  1620.  Following  this  is  a 
valuable  catalogue  of  all  the  captains- general, 
governors -general  and  viceroys  of  Rio  de  Janeiro 
in  colonial  times  and  all  the  imperial  cabinets  since 
1822.  For  purposes  of  reference  this  little  work 
will  be  found  of  the  highest  importance  and  should 
have  a  place  in  every  library. 

—According  to  the  director  of  the  telegraph  de- 
partment. Counselor  Capanema,  tile  order  of  the 
minister  of  agriculture  of  April  30  directing  the 
establishment  of  a  central  telegraph  office 
city,  lias  been  interpreted  to  mean  that  it  shall  be 
carried  into  effect  on  the  completion  of  the 
Exchange,  the  corner-stone  of  which  was  laid  last 
May.

This  regulation  went  into 
effect  on  the  morning  of  the  1st  without  previous 
notice  and  the  result  was  that  many  clerks  who  took 
dispatches  out  to  the  railway  station  that  day  were 
compelled  to  return  into  the  city  in  order  to  have 
them  rewritten  on  the  approved  blank.  Such  man- 
agement of  a  public  department  is  totally  inexcus- 
able and  reflects  little  credit  on  the  manager  upon 
whose  whims  the  business  of  this  city  is  depcudent.

We  are  informed  that  this 
mine  will  soon  be  in  the  hands  of  experienced  min- 
ers and  that  it  will  he  thoroughly  developed.  This 
enterprise  will  be  watched  with  unusual  interest,  as 
Ihe  mine  affords  a  high  grade  of  iron  ore  and  is 
located  very  near  both  river  and  ocean  navigation, 
thus  avoiding  the  high  costs  of  transportation.  It 
certainly  ought  to  fully  test  the  commercial  value 
of  iron  mines  in  Brazil.

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PROVINCIAL  NOTES. 
— ParS    is    suffering    greatly  from    intermittent 
fevers. 

—The  receipts  of  the  Manfios  custom  house  in 
May  were  29,57i$82i. 

—The  May  receipts  of  the  Maranhao  custom 
house  were  z53,236$&35. 

—The  overflow  of  the  Rio  Madeira  this  year  ex- 
ceeded that  of  many  years  past, 

—The  new  tobacco  tax  has  caused  a  general  pro- 
test from  all  parts  of  the  empire. 

—Late  advices  from  Obidos  and  Santarem  report 
that  the  Amazon  is  steadily  falling. 

— Tiie  May  receipts  of  the  Para  custom  house 
were  375, io3$8t)0  against  492,21^106  in  1879  and 
343,9So$i44in  1878.  The  internal  revenue  receipts 
for  the  same  month  were  S3.S4?*?S6- 
■  — According  to  the  Piovincia  of  Para  the  work 
of  constructing  the  small  light  house  on  Gaivotas 
island  were  begun  early  last  month.  It  is  expected 
to  complete  the  work  before  the  10th  instant. 

—Owing  to  a  dispute  over  a  bet  at  a  horse  race 
on  the  30th  of  May  Juvencio  Pereira  attacked  and 
killed  Luiz  Manoel  Guerreiro  in  his  own  house  at 
Serrito,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  on  the  7U1  ult. 

— The  overflow  of  the  Rio  Morona,  Amazonas, 
has  been  greater  this  year  than  for  ten  years  past. 
It  was  especially  great  between  Iquitos  and  Tab- 
atinga  on  the  Brazilian  frontier.  The  plantations 
there  are  said  to  be  completely  ruined. 

—The  chief  of  police  at  Para  has  undertaken  to 
enforce  a  municipal  ordinance  prohibiting  the  use 
without  license  of  firearms,  daggers  and  knives 
with  over  four  inches  of  blade.  The  fine  is  ten  mil- 
reis  and  theloss  of  the  prohibited  weapon. 

—The  city  of  Sao  Paulo  imposes  a  license  tax 
of  400$  per  annum  on  skating  rinks,  and  20$  on 
each  theatrical  or  musical  entertainment.  Circuses, 
bull-fights,  etc,  are  taxed  100$  and  50$,  according 
to  class,  for  eacli  spectacle,  and  cockpits  are  licensed 
at  300$  per  annum.  ■ 

—According  to  the  Jornal  do  Amazonas  of  Man- 
iios  the  provincial  assembly  of  that  province  has 
authorized  the  purchase  of  800  copies  of  Dr.  Jeron- 
ymo  Sodre's  compendium  of  geography,  and  that  too 
after  it  has  been  condemned  on  all  hands  for  its  er- 
rors and  unfitness  for  school  uses. 

—The  Jornal  do  Recife,  of  the  21st  ult.,  says 
that  the  late  heavy  rains  in  that  province  have 
caused  the  overflow  of  many  rivers,  and  occasioned 
some  damage  to  bridges,  roads  and  plantations. 
The  open  country  about  eight  leagues  from  EsCada 
was  reported  to  be  covered  with  water. 

— The  provincial  assembly  of  AlagSas  has  passed 
a  law  granting  an  abatement  of  fifty  per  cent.  l» 
debtors.  There  was  only  one  dissenting  vole  in 
the  assembly.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  AJagoas 
will  be  entered  on  our  neighbor's  black  list- 
somewhere  between  "A"  and  '"V." 

— The  little  town  of  Caldas,  Sao  Taulo,  recurved 
an  episcopal  visit  during  the  early  part  of  last  month, 
and  celebrated  the  event  by  stoning  the  house  of  a 
Protestant  clergyman  on  the  13th.  The  fust  attack 
took  place  just  before  the  departure  of  the  bishop, 
after  which  the  attack  was  renewed  with  still  greater 
violence.  The  clergyman,  Mr.  Torres,  escaped 
without  personal  injury,  but  the  people  of  Caldas 
stand  disgraced  before  the  world  for  their  intolerant 
zeal. 


—Yellow  fever  is  reported  at  Trahiry,  Ceara. 

—The  May  receipts  of  the  Fortnleza,  Ceara, 
custom  house  were  98,9i5$6s8. 

—The  number  of  cattle  killed  for  consumption  at 
Para  in  May  was  1,962  "head,  producing  249,966 
kilos  of  beef.

—Iii  view  OLtlieincreashig  use  of  alligator  skins 
in  the  United  Slates  and  Europe  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  bools  and  shoes,  travelling  bags,  etc.,  the 
Provincia  do  Para  calls  allerttion  to  the  existence 
of  these  animals  throughout  the  Amazon  valley 
and  suggests  that  a  profitable  export  trade  might 
be  built  up  from  killing  them  and  preparing  their  [ 
skins  for  market.  So  it  might,  but  the  province 
should  first  discard  its  prerogative  of  strangling  all 
such  industries  with  export  taxes. 

—Article  105  of  the  city  ordinance  of  Parn  affords 
some  excellent  reading,  so  good  in  fact  that  it  should 
be  posted  in  every  street  ami  public  place,  not 
only  in  Para  but  in  every  other  Brazilian  city.

The 
enforcement  of  such  an  ordinance  would  not  be 
amiss  even  in  the  city  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  itself.
